An eztraordiDAry meeting of sliarelioldera was

We hear that several well-known miners 
at the Bannockburn have made up their minds 
to proceed to the P, aimer River rush. They 
would do well to duly coiwider the reports of the 
scarcity of provisions, Ac., w'hich are to hand 
from that place. The Queensland Government, 
thev will perceive by a telegr.ain published in 
another place, are trying to stop the rush of 
miners. 

The heavy rains which fell on Saturday 

week caused a good deal of damage to tbe roads 
in the neighbourhooil. A portion of the Queen- 
stown road, a little al'ove the Roaring Meg, was 
washed away and rendered impassahle for nearly 
a whole day. The Quartz Reef Point tiwck w.as 
also washed aw.ay in several places.

month. They were waiting forth’eir now mana- 
ger, Mr J. Williams, who is reported, to have 
taken charge last Monday. Only two men have 
liten engaged sinking on the reef, which accounts 
for the sm.all quantity of qua tz which is at pre- 
sent on the surface. — The Star Company aie 
still crushing. Thev lost a day'or two with bad 
air in unc of their shafts, but the introiluction 
of a fan remedied that. When .the two 
shafts, which they are now sinking from their 
tunnel, are connected, which will be about the 
end of the week, the fan can be dispenswl-with.

DSmOPMENT OF TffB DISTRICTi 

So faraaohjr exparienbeon the Gold-fi 
of tho 4a8traliRn and Ifew Zealand Colq- 
nioa toichna us, 'there 'are ‘two'i stages 
through Which every' gohl-fcearing district 
must pass, , and , a. third ^whioh inust be 
teached before it oan day, claim to be. a 
settled district. The first stage is that of 
being rushed for the first time, %vhen hun- 
dreds and thousands of, in one sense, the 
most adventurous and' enterprising class 
of miners, pAsa .swiftly over the country, 
speedily gathering the rich finds which lie 
in easily aceesrihle plsicos. . Gradually the 



rich and easily found deposits are worked 
out; and as' gradually the crowds who first 
form' the population of the district disap- 
pear to further' and greener fields, only 
those being left who are tied to the spot 
by families, or who have invested their first 
and hardly-earned savings in costly water 
races, and must take their chance with the 
district ; or who are unlucky enough to be 
unable to take themselves away to another 
place. The second stage in the history of 
the district is then reached. It is a period 
of depnssiou, and a period of change. It 
does not lust very Jong, however. There 
is wlways a number of people, fortunately, 
who have the most untwiinded confidence 
in the ultimate prosperity of the district, 
and who stick to it through good report 
andtihrongh bad report. Their example, 
in a secret but still powerful manner, in- 
flueucea others, and new speculations are 
entered upon, timidly enough at first, 
which gradually reveal the fact that the 
wealth of the district is not confined to a 
few 'beaches on the river, or to a claim 
here and a claim there. At the fii'stof the 
f ush large suras weie I'ealised — or nothing ; 
now that the rush is over, it is discovered 
that no man need go altogether empty 
away. He cannot, working separately, 
hope to strike, perhaps, such large patches, 
but hyjndicious combination, and by a 
steady and industrious course of conduct, 
.lie may assure himself of a certain compe- 
tence, and certainly assure himself that he 
shall not want. Even if he should be un- 
fortunate in his first attempts, he is always 
sure of commanding good wages as servant 
to : others niora fortunate than himself. 
-The third stage in the history of the dis- 
trict then begins. Things assume a settled 
aspect, and a great proportion of the popu- 
lation who.; then happen to,.lie. in t^e dis- 
trict get, as it were, identified with it. To 
the third stage we have in this district ar- 
Tived, and we propone to see whether some 
profitable'teflections cannot be made there- 
from. 

Many advantages accrue to the people 
in a district when it has reached what We 
have described as the third stage of its 
history. All things have become settled, 
and they are in possession of .schools, libraries, 
churches, and, in shr>rt, everything which 
usually accompanies life in civilised com- 
lunnities. Minera know to a certainty 
many places to wliich they can direct their 
water and make sure of remunerative re- 
tuma Merchants and tradesmen can 
calculate with equal certainty how much 
busineas they can do, ;and how much 
profit they can make from year to year. 
Lo-sses of course occur to individuals now 
and then, and changes take place ; but, on 
tbe whole, the district reaches a ]>oint of 
prosperity beyond which apparently it can- 
not go. Now, a mining district (and if 
any discrict can lay claim to be a purely 
mining one at present, we think ours can) 
is one which cannot long stand still. It 
must either advance or retrograde. The 
very nature of . the work makes it, as it 
were, a self-destroying one. New claims 
must be found, ahd new appliances and 
new metbods of working brought to bear 
upon them ; or otherwise those who have 
been worked out must depart to newer and 
less settled localities. Here the evil be- 
comes apparent which is incidental to a 
nettled district. The majority of the people j 
have got to the point of taking things as [ 
they ■ come, and there has gradually been 
developed a feeling which is the reverse of 
enterprising. The construction of no new 
water races, or of very few, are undertaken, 
and no further discoveries of auriferous 
ground are made, or even tried to be made. 
Consequently, after a period of settled but 
ordinary prosperity, a time comes when it 
is felt, as at the close of the first of the 
rush, that a move must be made by some 
to other places. Miners as a body are 
easily infected by this feeling. Eveiy ac- 
count, therefore, that comes from a nsw 
gold-field, such as the Gulf of Carpentaria 
or the Palmer River, takes away its quota 
of miners. They go away, forgetting that 
the same result will one day or other fol- 
low on every gold-field. 

Let us make a short review of the pos- 
sible resources which are yet untouched in 



allow this unenterprising feeling to be en- 
couraged. The Bannockburn district 
alone contains ground which would employ 
hundreds more than it does at present, if 
water could onfy.Jb'e brought to bear upon 
it.’,,;. From ths Kawarau Gorge to the 
Luggate, there ar(j.- hundreds of terraces 
and gullies which woiild also employ a large 
population. There' i#' the Cromwell Flat, 

which, to our discredit be it said, has never 
yet been prospected ; and Contains nearly 
ten square miles, a good part of which 
there is every reason to believe is uurifer- 
ous. Can any sensible person believe that 
all the gold-bearing quartz in -Bendigo is 
confined within the limits of the Cromwell 
Quartz Company’s claim ? Can he be con- 
vinced that the Carrick reefs are exhausted, 
because one or two companies, after pene- 
trating the hill to the depth of a hundred 
feet or so, are a little in difficulties 1 . Is it 
likelj' that quartz reefs can-ying an ounce 
to the ton can be found within thi’ee or 
four miles on the surface of a hill, but only

Is any one rash 
enough to say that 20,000 acres could not

MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 



NUISANCES., 



The adjourned meeting of the Town Coun- 
cil was held yesterday evening. There were 
present ; The Mayor (Mr Dawkins), and 
OunneiUoTs Jolly, Grant, Wright, and Pierce. 

The correspondence was again read. It 
consisted of a report from the Inspector of 
Nuisances ; a letter from Mr Stanbrook, 
auctioneer ; a letter from Mr Colclough ; 
one from Mr Maokay, surveyor ; and the re- 
port of the Public Works Committee. The 
report of the Inspector is published in another 
place. The report of the Public Works Com- 
mittee is as follows 

“ Your Committee have to report that they 
waited upnn Messrs Stiaban and Barker, and 
find that their water rights consist of : — Two 
heads of water from Firewood Greek under the 
new regulations ; No, 0091)4 ; prior right, bear- 
ing date 10/10/64. Also, two heads from same 
creek, No. 6293, dated 27/3/65. fienewed con- 
secutively up to date. Length of prior right, 
24 miles ; length of second do., 3 miles. There 
are two distinct races for the above rights, both 
water-rights owned by Messrs Strahan and 
Barker, 

“ Your Committee also visited tliree reser 
vnirs, the pro;jerty of Messrs Strahan and Bar- 
ker, used by them for stor.ng water for mining 
purposes. Un the oceasion of our visit, we have 
to report a fair supply of water, — about two 
slnicelieads uuder the olil regulations. 

** Messrs Barker and 8Crahau offer to sell to 
the Corporation of Cromwell the right, title, and 
interest in the water races above-mentioned, 
also right, title, and interest in three reservoirs, 
for the sum of £ 1000 sterling. Terms of pur- 
chase to be : 10 per cent, to be deposited on day 
of sale, and balance of purchase money to be 
paid twelve months from date of sale ; and in 
the event of the moneys being paid over in full 
at any date within the year, the transfer of all 
w.ater right* and other properties to be arranged 
immediately on payment. 

“Messrs Strahan and Barker reserve to them- 
selves the right of using the water and reservoirs 
until the full amount of purchase money be paid 
over. The terms of the offer to hold good until 
the 31st day of March, 1874.” 

The report was, on Cr Wright's motion, 
seconded by Cr Pierce, received. On the 
motion of Cr Grant, seconded by Cr Wright, 
it was resolved, that the Inspector of 
Nuisances’ report be received, and he he re- 
quested to Like such steps as will enable him 
to be able to present a more creditable report 
next month. 

The Town Clerk was further instructed to 
inform the Inspector “ that the Regulations 
were now in force, and to request him to use 
every legitimate means to have the town 
renovated and cleansed,” on the motion of 
Cr Grant, seconded by Cr Pierce. 

The letter of Mr Mackay was ordered to 
be “ not received.” 

Mr Colclough’s letter being considered, it 
1 was resolved that he be requested to comply 
with the terms on which he occupies 15 feet 
of the Corporation reserve, — namely, to erect 
a substantial fence 

In re Stanbrook’s license, it was resolved 
to instruct a solicitor to defend any case the 
Clyde Council might bring against Mr Stan- 
brook. 

It was then resolved to retain the services 
of Mr J. R. Cowan, as solicitor for the Cor- 
poration, and tlrat a general retainer be of- 
fered him. 

The accounts of Messrs Partridge, Hallen- 
stein and Co., and Mattiiews and MacEellar, 
were passed for payment 

The letter of 26th February, from the Ban- 
nockburn Association, was then considered 
Cr Pierce made a motion in support of the 
letter, but it was withdrawn in favour of a 
motion by Cr Jolly, seconded by Cr Wright, 
to allow the matter to again stand over till 
next meeting of the Council, as there was 
not a full meeting ; Cr Jolly at the same 
time expressing himself in favour of the 
letter. 



We had prepared some farther remarks 
having reference to the nuisances which 
are allowed to exist in the tov/nship of 
Cromwell, and which may bo presumed to 
exercise n moat injurious influence uj»n 
the health of the citizens, and from them 
upon the visitors to the tawn, but we 
think the plain, unvarnished statement 
made by Sergeant Cussels to the Town 
Council upon the same subject, will for 
the present make out the case which we 
had proposed to make; 

In publishing the letter, 'we beg to con- 
gratulate the Council upon at last securing 
the services of an Lispeotor of Nuisances 
who is not afraid to tell them the truth. 
The nuisances can no longer be winked at. 

■ The letter is in reply to u request from 
the Town Clerk to furnish a report upon 
the nuisances existing in the town. Hew 
it is j'uhoi't, but far from sweet : — 

" Cromwell Police Depot, 

“ nth March, 1874. 

"Sir, — I bog to state, for the information of 
the Mayor and Conueil, that I have made a 
genera! inspection of the town of Cromwell, and 
I find it ill anything but a sanatory canditiun, 
I find in rear of the houses all along Mcimore 
Terrace that nuisances exist to a great extent, 
all the offal and refuse of the town being thrown 
down the river bank. I remarked in front of 
one of the butchers’ shops, sheep-heads, bones, 
decayed skins, &o , that had been thrown over 
In fact, all along, the place described is nothing 
but a hotbed of nuisances and stinks. I also 
remarked in the same locality, that the w.ater- 
closets are as a rule close up to the back doors 
of tlie dwellings, which must be most iujnrious 
to health. 

" There are six piggeries within the town, 
containiug twenty-one pigs, and several cow- 
yanls, which are also a great nuisance- iii- 'the 
town In fact. Cromwell is the dirtiest town- 
ship in New Zealand, I believe. Mr Goodger’s 
yard alone is in my opinion quite sufficient to 
cause sickness in the town. No doubt the 
Mayor and Council are well aware of the kind of 
water that is used by the inhabitants of Crom- 
well for domestic purposes, which also must be 
injurious to the health of the puhKc.

CROMWELL DISTRICT HOSPITAL. 



A public meeting was held in the School- 
room on Saturday evening, 14tli instant, to 
further ventilate the question of the estab- 
lishment of a Hospital for the district. 

There was a very good muster of people 
from various parts of the district, the 
Kawarau Gorge being very well rapresentod. 

There was the usual fencing amongst various | above : 

gentlemen who were propo.sed for the honour ’ 
of the chair, but at last Mr William Grant' 
was induced to occupy it. He then stated 
the object of the meeting, dilating upon the 
importance of it, and urging those assembled 
to give it the best support their means would 
allow them to do. 

The minutes of the preliminary meeting 
held 'at Goodger’s Hotel were then read for 
the information of those who had not been 
present at it, and Mr Goodger was called 
upon to give any further information in re- 
ference to the support which had been pro- 
mised to the establisliment of a Hospital. 

Mr Goodger shortly stated to the meeting 
the preliminary steps which had been taken, 
and the success that had attended them ; and 
said that from the result which he had to lay 
before them to-night, he thought he was jus- 
tified in saying that there would be no diffi- 
culty in raising the sum of £1000 to go to- 
wards the erection of a building. If, as they 
had every reason ter expect and believe, the 
Government would supplement their efforts 
by the usual subsidy to Hospitals, it would 
easily be seen that they wore, or rather 
would be, in a position very shortly to go on 
with the erection of the necessary buildings. 

Mr Goodger then went on to mention the 
various sites which could be had for such 
buildings, which were excellently adapted for 
such a purpose. He also said that the 
various water-race owners had promised, if 
necessary, to give supplies of water free of 
charge, if the buildings should be erected. 

He then laid on the table the subscription- 
lists which had come in since the pi'eliminary 
meeting was held, stating that a large niiiii- 
her of lists could not possibly, in the ordinary 
course of things, ho returned ~ 
were found to be ; G. W. Goodger's list, 

£174 19s ; T. Tail’s, £12 ; T, Gorman’s, £25 
12s,— making, with the £282 17s. subscribed 
at preliminary meeting, £505 8s. The .an- 
nouncement of this total gave great satisfac- 
tion. 

The uiember for the district, in reply to a 
question, said that lie did not anticipate the 
slightest difficulty in obtaining the usual Go- 
vernment subsidy on the amount which might 
be raised in the district. • 

It was then proposed, seconded, ami carried 
nnanimonsly, that the proceedings at the pre- 
liminary meeting held 011 the 3rd instant be 
approved of, and the minutes confirmed.

Under date of th»il2th instant,, Mr John 
Skene reports as follows- 
“From the fact of 'several ships ' having 
lately arrived from Home with emigrants, 
and sundry accessions from Melbourne and 
the Australian Colonics, one would expect 
that the great demand for servants of all 
kinds would be appeased.

shepherds, same ; Tradesmen — maaons 14e, 
carpenters 12s to 14s per day, and fully em- 
ployed ; day labourers get 8s readily, and 
plenty of work.”

Then tiicy would say, “ Hero, iiiine .as much 
as you please ; but yon most give ns a per- 
centage on .all tho gold yon take out of onr 
band.” Tliat would be a fine state of tilings, 
he- thought, for tho miner ; amounting jnst 
to this,— that the minor whilst making a liv- 
ing for himself, would be raising a fortune 
for tho land-nwiier.. In; referring to tho dis- 
covery of gold in Sutherland, Scotland, Iilr 
liuchan stated that he happened 'to bo living 
within a Imudred miles of the golden ground, 
.and linticod pai'ticnlarty the way in which 
tho miners ; were treated liy .the Duke of 
Sutherland. No miner was allowed to work 
nil the Calodoni.in ‘itiMlh unless under the 
following exactions :^d-Ic must p.ay so mncli

oentago on the gold obtained ; and so much 
every month for the privilege of being al 
lowed to mine. In short, so oppressive was 
taxation on gold miners in Scotland, that the 
only persons benefited were tlie land-owners. 
Cases have already occurred in tliis Province 
where largo siiiiis of inoiioy liave h.ad to. be 
]>aid liy miners desirous of working on free- 
hold property, and unless minors make a 
stand, they will probably soon .find the squat- 
ters endowed with tho same power as the 
puke of Sutherland in Scotland. , Mr Buchan 
spoke at considerable length on the v.arious 
snbjdots disoiisscd at the Mining Conference, 
and 'Stated his reasons for -voting for and’ op- 
posing the' different matters bron,ght under 
consideration diirin.gthe sitting. , He was ac- 
corded a hearty vote of .thanks, after which

The following sketch of the remarkable 
Siamese Twins was written shortly before 
their deatli. Some curious facts are revealed 
in tins little biography. 

The Siamese 'Twins, Eng and Chang, were 
afilictcd with illnes.s in the. year 1871.
